Time  (or  Filing  Proposals  Extended 

and  Proposed  Hearing  Notice 


In  response  to  a number  of  requests,  the  Dairy  Divi- 
sion, USD  A,  has  extended  the  time  for  filing  proposals 
with  respect  to  the  regulation  of  milk  handling  in  an  area 
described  as  the  Northern  Illinois— Southern  Wisconsin 
marketing  area  until  April  7. 

In  addition,  the  U.S.  Department  of  Agriculture  is 
planning  to  convene  a hearing  on  all  appropriate  pro- 
posals in  connection  with  this  proposed  regulation  on 
May  3,  1967.  Further  details  concerning  the  exact  time 
and  place  of  this  hearing  will  be  announced  in  connec- 
tion with  the  issuance  of  the  hearing  notice. 

The  proposed  Northern  Illinois— Southern  Wisconsin 
marketing  area  includes  all  of  the  territory  in  the 


marketing  area  as  defined  in  the  terminated  Chicago  milk 
order  plus  the  territory  included  in  Rock  River  Valley 
marketing  area,  the  Madison,  Wisconsin,  marketing 
area,  the  Milwaukee,  Wisconsin,  marketing  area,  and 
the  following  counties  in  Illinois:  McHenry,  Lake,  Kane, 
Kendall,  and  Will. 

Before  taking  any  action  on  the  co-operatives’ 
petitions,  the  Department  is  affording  this  opportunity 
to  all  interested  parties  to  comment  on  the  proposals. 
Your  views  in  this  regard  should  be  sent  on  or  before 
April  7,  1967,  to  the  Deputy  Administrator,  Regulatory 
Programs,  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture, 
Washington,  D.C.  20250.

The  Audit  Function  of  Federal  Milk  Market  Administrators

Procedures  Varied 

Audit  procedures  vary  from  market  to  market  and  even 
within  a given  market,  primarily  because  the  size  and 
operations  of  handlers  vary  from  market  to  market  and 
within  a given  market-  For  example,  monthly  milk  re- 
ceipts at  regulated  plants  vary  from  less  than  one  hun- 
dred thousand  pounds  to  over  ten  million  pounds. 

Some  handlers  are  engaged  exclusively  in  processing, 
packaging,  and  distributing  fluid  milk  products-  Others 
are  engaged  exclusively  in  country  plant  operations, 
others  operate  standby  plants  where  in  some  seasons  of 
the  year  most,  if  not  all,  of  the  milk  received  is  used  for 
manufacturing  a variety  of  milk  products.  Still  others  en- 
gage in  all  of  these  operations. 

As  a consequence  of  differences  in  the  size  and 
nature  of  handlers’  operations  there  are  unavoidable  vari- 
tions  in  the  kinds  of  records  maintained  and,  accordingly, 
audit  procedures  vary  from  situation  to  situation. 


We  are  often  asked,  particularly  by  handlers  newly 
regulated  by  an  order,  why  do  market  administrators  go 
into  so  much  detail  in  the  course  of  an  audit?  Do  they 
exceed  their  authority  in  reviewing  financial  records? 

Administrators  go  into  the  detail  they  do  because 
experience  has  shown  that  detailed  audits  are  necessary 
to  insure  uniform  compliance  with  order  provisions  and 
maintain  the  integrity  of  the  Federal  milk  marketing 
program. 

Audits  Helpful  on  Occasion 

Incidentally,  over  the  years  it  has  been  our  experi- 
ence that  most  regulated  handlers  come  to  appreciate  the 
detailed  audit  of  the  market  administrator  as  a useful 
tool  for  efficient  plant  operation.  In  some  instances 
audits  have  disclosed  the  occurrence  and  source  of  ex- 
tremely large  plant  loss  which  management  was  able  to 
correct.  In  these  instances,  handlers  gained  the  full

THE  AUDIT  FUNCTION  OF  FEDERAL 
MILK  MARKET  ADMINISTRATORS 

Class  I price  if  the  excess  exceeded  maximum  Class  II 
shrinkage.  But  even  in  those  cases  where  it  did  not,  han- 
dlers gained  the  Class  II  value.  In  other  instances  faulty 
milk  measuring  devices  — scales  and  plant  tank  calibra- 
tions — were  uncovered. 

Our  experience  has  shown  that  most  reports  sub- 
mitted by  handlers  are  extremely  accurate,  particularly 
in  view  of  the  short  time  available  to  handlers  for  their 
preparation.  But,  there  have  been  exceptions,  usually 
because  of  human  error. 

In  some  very  few  cases,  particularly  when  you  con- 
sider the  large  number  of  reports  that  have  been  filed  by 
handlers  since  the  inception  of  the  order  program,  false 
reports  have  been  filed  intentionally  to  escape  the  uni- 
form application  of  order  provisions  among  handlers. 

Dairy  farmers  have  been  shorted  on  the  weight  of 
their  milk  and  its  butterfat  content.  Attempts  have  been 
made  to  hide  Class  I sales  by  falsifying  or  withholding 
load-out  sheets  and  other  plant  records.  In  some  cases, 
handlers  have  had  two  sets  of  books,  one  for  audit  by  the 
market  administrator  and  the  other  for  all  other  purposes. 
Plant  shrinkage  has  been  inflated  to  hide  Class  I sales. 
Attempts  have  been  made  to  manipulate  inventories. 
Non-existent  transfers  and  receipts  of  milk  have  been 
claimed.  You  name  it  — someone  has  tried  it.  Again  our 
experience  has  shown  that  in  time  audits  will  bring  to 
light  these  situations  so  that  appropriate  action  can  be 
taken.
